Portsmouth has for some time been 
the receiving depot for all of the coal 
supply of the Boston & Maine railway. 
which comes by water. But Portsmouth 
harbor is capable of accommodating 
larger ships than those bearing coal, 
The Tennessee, Montana and North Caro- 
lina, all 502 feet in length, have ene 
tered and left the harbor, 

The navy yard is a large island adja« 
cent to the mainland just back of Seavys 
island on the right of a ship entering 
the harbor and opposite the city of 
Portsmouth on the left. There are geév- 
eral piers and a dry dock in the equip. — 
ment. 

Should Portsmouth become a freight or 
passenger terminal or both for the Boston 
& Maine or any of the Canadian roads

Two cupfuls sugar, one cupful each 
butter and milk, three eggs, yolks beaten 
separately, teaspoonful soda, scant tea- 
spoonful cream tartar; stir butter and 
sugar to a cream, add yolks, then whites, 
dissolve soda in milk, sift cream tartar 
into flour to add last; flavor with orange; 
bake in two or three square pans. 

Filling—Two grated, large, sour apples, 
juice and grated rind one orange, one 
cup sugar, one well- beaten egg, eook 
five to 10 minutes, fill warm. 

Frosting—One cup confectioner’s sugar 
moistened with very little cream; flavor 
with orange extract, frost while warm. 

ROXBURY CAKE. 

One -quarter cup of butter, one half 
cup of granulated sugar, yolks of two 
eggs, one teaspoonful soda, one half cup 
of molasses, one half cup of sour milk;

“The recently published report of the 
auditor of Des Moines, the first report of 
its kind ever issued in that city, shows 
that for the first year of the commis- 
sion ending April 1, 1909, a saving was 
made over_the previous yvear under the 
old system of $182,949.65.” The tax was 
reduced 3 mills. 

The mayor of Independence, Kan., 
writes, “We have lived within our means 
the last vear and have no floating debts 
or outstanding warrants, while under 
the old form of government the city 
went many thousands of dollars behind 
each year. When we went in we funded 
all outstanding warrants into bonds and 
have not made one dollar *of, indebted- 
ness of a general character.” 

before the adoption of the commission 
government in Galveston the annual 
budget produced a deficit of $100,000 
which had to be paid each two vears 
by bonds. At the time of the flood 
Galveston was bankrupt and the city 
property in a ruinous condition. The 
float'ng debt of the city Jan. 1, 1901, was 
$204.974.54. It was this that stared Gal- 
veston in the face. ‘T'he commission has 
paid all floating debts, has raised the 
grade of the city, has helped build a 
sea-wall, has rebuilt the water works 
and city hall, has paved streets and 
made other needed improvements. This 
has all been done without creating 
bonded indebtedness or increased taxes. 

Thus it seems that the commission 
form is indeed much cheaper, for all 
cities under it have similar’ stories, 
though not so wonderful. This is due 
to several causes, to the good system 
of bookkeeping and the planning of ex- 
penditures and the careful management 
of good officials, for only influential, 
business-like men can ever be elected 
by the people at large.

The commission quickens legislation 
because of its simplicity. Under the old 
plan the council was cumbersome and 
unwieldly. An ordinance to become a 
law must pass through red tape pro- 
ceedings. This is now a thing of the 
past, for with five men, a question can 
be easily and quickly settled. 

The commission does away with ward | 
politics. City politicians, ward bosses, sa- 
loons, back alleys and the like are terms 
used in connection with election day 
under the old plan. A leader, no matter 
how unscrupulous, could buy the votes 
of the poorer districts and elect the man 
most favorable to his scheme for graft. 
The ‘“‘machine’” and its works are seen 
in our large cities. The old council be- 
came a place for tricksters who played 
into the hands of the corporation. This 
is espécially true of the large city in 
which the poorer classes are more segre- 
gated. Under the commission the peo- 
ple come “Mo a, common polling place 
and the honest vote can offset the dis- 
honest vote and elect the honest official. | 
The mayor of Des Moines says: “What- 
ever graft there may have been under 
the old plan is eliminated, ward lines and 
party politics are abolished and the 
plan meets with almost universal ap- 
proval of the cit'zens.” 

The commission places the city in bet- 
ter shape. Omer Abernathy, mayor of 
Leavenworth, Kan., declares the amount 
of civic improvement has been more than 
in any 10 years previous.

INVENTS MACHINE 
FOR DIGGING BEETS 


DENVER-—Samuel Jackson, a_ beet’ 
faymer of Ft. Collins, has invented a 
device for digging and topping beets: 
which, it is expected, will effect a great | 
saving to the farmers engaged in the | 
industry. | 


The present operation by hand is tedi-- 


ous and the digging and topping of an 
acre of beets costs about $20.. Mr. Jack- 
believes his invention will reduce 
this expense to $8 or $10 an acre. 

The new machine will dig the beet 
out of the ground and convey it to a 
rotary knife which will cut off the top; 
thence it goes into a receptacle ready 
for delivery to the sugar mill.

The beginning was with books. Mr. 
Ginn is a publisher, an educational pub- 
lisher, and knows the value of books; 
and it was because he saw that our 
movement sadly lacked books that he 
started in as he did upon his first defi- 
nite work. He said: “I will to it 
that the peace movement supplied 
with all the books and pamphlets that 
it needs.” 

He knew that it needed 
the peace societies and other workers 
not half furnished with material 
for their work. There is a splendid lot 
of peace literature in the world, byt 
comparatively little of it is accessible in 
cheap and tasteful form. So we started 
upon the publication of our international 
library; and we have already published 
a dozen or more books in that library. 
Our’ first vohime was Bloch’s “The Fu- 
ture of War,” which has exercised a 
revolutionary influence upon men’s ideas 
concerning modern war; and this was 
followed immediately by the famous 
addresses of Channing and Sumner, 
Other volumes have been Bridgman’s 
“World Organization,” Warner’s “Ethics 
of Force,” Dodge’s “War. Inconsistent 
‘with the Religion of Jesus Christ,” 
Walsh’s “Moral Damage of War,” Hull’s 
“The Two Hague Conferences,” Scott’s 
“Texts of the Peace Conferences at 
The Hague” and “American Addresses

This diver- 
sion of labor and capital from productive 
industry: to waste and destruction, with 
the accompanying diminution of the 
necessaries of life and an inability to 
supply the world’s demands, inevitably 
resulted in an advance of the prices of 
the commodities of common consump- 
tion. 

“In addition to these conditions, and 
incidental to them, the mania for. mili- 
tarism leads nations to plunge into aebt 
in order to create and maintain armies 
that may never fight and navies that 
may never fire a hostile shot. This 
mania has piled up huge financial bur- 
dens in England, Germany, France, and 
other foreign. countries, for meeting 
which the best energies of their states- 
men are diverted to devise new metnods 
of taxation. In the United States, as in 
Europe, the exactions of militarism and 
its burdens of a debt that gives oppor- 
tunity to use the necessity to raise 
revenue for selfish purposes are prime 
factors in the economic waste that has 
produced high prices. 

“In spite of our natural strategic ad- 
vantages, our continental isolation, and 
practical economic independence, the 
United States has multiplied its expendi- 
tures for national defense 200 times dur- 
ing a period when our population has in- 
creased only 22 times and our coast line 
lengthened three times. Our danger from 
attack has not increased; our wealth, 
numbers, and other circumstances would 
imply that it has diminished; and yet 
we are spending more for defense than 
France, only about $36,000.000 annually 
less than Germany, and $66,000,000 less 
than England—countries lying at the 
very heart of militarism, and all de- 
pendent on imports for part of their food 
supplies.”

Law in Place of War 


When the great civilized nations sup- 
plant the war system among themselves 
by a system of law and judicial pro- 
cedure, it does not mean, unhappily, that 
all war will instantly come. to an end in 
the world. It is to be feared there will 
long be occasion for the service of the 
international police which President 
Eliot and others are urging as a substi- 
tute for the present national armies and 
navies. The world, unhappily, is yet a 
iong way from being civilized. But the 
way to hasten its civilization and to 
hasten the end of war altogether is for 
the nations which really do lead civiliza- 
tion to act in a civilized and legal way, 
to cooperate as gentlemen cooperate, 
and to apply to constructive purposes 
vast resources which they now waste on 
monstrous and mutually menacing arma- 
ments.

NICARAGUAN STAMPS. 

Some six months ago President Zelaya 
of Nicaragua stole out of the capital and 
disappeared, and his identity was dis- 
covered by an official who recognized him 
by Zelaya’s picture on a postage stamp. 
The stamp whieh bore this picture was 
issued in 1903 by Zelaya to celebrate 
the tenth anniversary of his successful 
revolt against former President Sacaza. 

The first stamps Nicaragua produced in 
1862 bore a representation of the arms 
of the nation, which is a group of moun- 
tains, upon one of the peeks of which is 
perched a liberty cap. In 1892, when 
some of the newer countries were com- 
memorating the founding of America 
with special stamps Nicaragua issued 
a stamp showing Columbus getting his 
first view of the shores of that country 
from the deck of his ship. Four years 
later, Zelaya had a series of stamps 
issued to advertise the proposed isthmian 
eanal across Nicaragua.

of which is Regents. We’ view Bucking- 
ham palace, the royal residence, and 
Westminster palace, where the houses 
of Parliament hold their sittings. We 
enter Westminster abbey, the corona- 
tion church of the sovereigns of England 
from the time of Harold; its length is 
531 feet, breadth of transepts 203 feet, 
height of church 102 feet and of the 
towers 225 feet; it contains many me- 
morials of famous persons. We admire 
the beautiful proportions of St. Pauls 
cathedral, which occupies the site of a 
church founded in 610 by Ethelbert; 
built from the designs of Sir Christopher 
Wren, it has the form of a Latin cross, 
the length being 500 feet, the bréadth at 
the transepts 250 feet, and of the choir 
and nave 125 feet. The dome, which sep- 
arates the two transepts and the nave 
and choir, rises to a height of-365 feet, 
or of 404 feet to the Jop of the cross 
by which it is surmounted, the height 
of the interior dome being 225 feet. We 
wander through the British museum and 
the national gallery of paintings, and 
glance into the Bank of England. We 
note places made famous by Shakes- 
peare, Carlyle, Dickens and other great 
writers. Many historical points claim 
our attention, among them the Tower

BOUD ROADS MEN’ 
TO GET TOGETHER 
FUR CONFERENCE 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.—The American 
good roads congress will be held in In- 
dianapolis Dec. 6, 7, 8 and 9, under the 
auspices of the American Road Builders’ 
Association and the Indiana Good Roads 
Association. The American Road Build- 
ers’ Association is composed of most of 
the highway commissioners and engi- 
neers of the various states with good 
roads departments. 

In response to a request from the 
Governor of Indiana, the Governors of 
most of the other states have appointed 
delegates to attend the congress. 

Governor Marshall will deliver an ad- 
dress of welcome to the convention on 
Tuesday morning, and as good roads 
legislation is to be consideréd by the 
Indiana General Assembly when it con- 
venes in January the utterances of the 
Governor on this question will be watched 
for with interest. 

Among the other men on the program 
are the following: Andrew B. Lea, di- 
rector of public service of Cleveland, 
O.; James C. Wonders, state highway 
commissioner of Ohio; S. Percy Hooker, 
chairman of the state highway commis- 
sion of New York; Townsend A. Zly, 
state highway commissioner of Michi- 
gan; Maj.

HE opening of the old Davis trail in 

the White mountains by the Appa- 
lachian Club has roused a deal of in- 
terest among lovers of mountain climb- 
ing. Further interest may be found in 
the following letter from one who went 
over that trail in the days gone by: 
Mr. and Mrs. Horace B. Taft (of the 
President’s connections, by the way) 
went over the old trail from the old 
Crawford House to the summit of Mt. 
Washington 55 years ago last July, and 
Mrs. Taft writes: I can recall the splen- 
did views and the steep corduroy road, 
as it was called: which extended most of 
the distance. It was built of logs laid 
diagonally. The party were carried to the 
top by the safe and sure little Morgan 
horses. They traveled ,easily and com- 
fortably for the rider, without a slip, or 
a misstep, over obstacles which wotld 
have perplexed a human beihg to “navi- 
gate” safely. One trip over that Davis 
trail is worth 10 of the trips by rail 
for scenery and the enjoyment of the 
grand old mountains. The guides who in 
those days accompanied the travelers 
were fine specimens of our old New Eng- 
land stock, strong and reliable.

FREQUENT charges that a campaign of pes- 
simism has been undertaken by the railway 
systems of the country for the purpose of The 
influencing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in favor of higher freight rates can 
hardly demand much credence. It is scarcely 
to be supposed that men who have the breadth 
and ability sufficient to make them managers | 

of the great railways would be so short- |, 
sighted as to adopt so disastrous a policy in ~~ 
order to make an impression upon the commissioners who are 
now considering the freight-rate problem. Confidence is the one 
thing most needful at present to insure general prosperity, and it 
seems unlikely that men of sound financial and commercial views 
will uselessly disparage business conditions with the sole end in~ 
view of accomplishing a selfish purpose. That there has been more 
or less discussion of a pessimistic tinge with respect to the earnings 
of the railways is not denied. That there has been more than has 
been necessary is undeniably true. 

There are two distinct sides to the railway freight problem or 
it would not now be before the interstate conimerce commission for 
solution. The fact is that it constitutes at present the greatest 
of the many hindrances that have impeded commercial progress. 
This is because the railways constitute a most important factor in 
the. business. world, and they refuse to undertake any extensive 
construction or repair work or make any additions to equipment 
that are not absolutely necessary until they know what _ rates 
they will be permitted to charge for carrying. freight. This 
question will not be disposed of for several months, and when it 
I is finally settled, whether increases are allowed or not, there should 
| be a rebound in business that will be of great benefit to every 
industry, the railways included. 

During the freight rate controversy the assertion was made by 
Louis D. Brandeis, counsel for the shippers, that by more expert 
management American railways could save $1,900,000 a day. 
Whether so large a saving could be made or not it must be admitted 
that among great corporations there is often yuch waste and extrav- 
agance, and the railways are probably rot exempt from this condition. 
More efficient operating methods have been adopted by some of * 
the larger systems with profitable results. Wuth higher wages and 


elsewhere, that the people in the mass are not qualified to determine 
what is best for them. ‘This has been the stock argument against 
democracy for generations. It is still a stock argument even in 
democracies. ‘The most pronounced advocates of democratic gov- 
ernment are frequently so only with certain reservations which it 
is not always deemed advisable to mention. They believe, for 
instance,’ that the. people should be trusted, but not unreservedly ; 
that they should be self-governing, but not wholly so. They would 
place limitations upon the popular will. And they defeat the pop- 
ular will, if not by open antagonism, by multiplying and confusing 
the issues which the public is called to pass upon. 

The influence of the establishment of a referendum precedent 
in Great Britain, we believe, would extend far beyond the- question 
of the tariff or the question of home rule, and far beyond the 
boundaries of the nation. It would point to the application of the 
referendum to all questions of paramount importance in all nations, 
and eventually to the settlement of international as well as national 
disputes. The people in the mass may be trusted to know what 
they want. When they are fully, not partially, trusted, they will 
be found arrayed everywhere on the side of human freedom, 
righteousness and peace.

Americans should not need to be informed in this somewhat disturb- 
ing manner with regard to the character of the people who are 
destined to occupy a dominating political and commercial position 
on the neighboring continent, and, perhaps, in pan--\merican affairs.

It has been reported recently that the inhabitants of Latin \mer- 
ica are inclined to dislike and to distrust the people of. the United 
States. The truth is, they know as little about the people of the 
United States as the people of the United States know about them. 


The information which the tariff glossary is to set forth will

To appreciate the delicacy of Mr. Balfour’s position in this 
matter, it should be understood that his party is by no means a 
unit on the protection issue. On the contrary, a very large and 
influential element among the Unionists is as faithful as ever to 
free trade, and as determined as ever that this policy shall bé main- 
tained. ‘The Spectator, which voices the sentiments of the Unionist 
free traders, has been insisting that the tariff reformers shall, in 
the event of a Unionist victory at the polls in the coming ‘election, 
submit the question to the people. The Morning Post insists, on 
the other hand, that if a Unionist victory now does not mean tariff 
reform it does not mean anything. 

However this may be, Mr. Balfour, as remarked before, found 
it necessary in his Albert hall speech on Tuesday night to be more 
explicit than he has heretofore been with relation to his personal 
attitude toward the referendum idea.

-in the long talks—by Dr. Johnson, by Voltaire and by Frederick 


himself, for instance—have justified preservation. 3 ; 

The point upon which thoughtful moderns will agree with the 
complaining essayist is that there is really more opportunity and 
occasion now for good conversation than there ever has been. It 
is charged, however, .that amid the treasures of ancient art, the 
priceless lessons of history, the wide conquests of man in the domain 
of nature which this age has to offer, the people prefer to talk 
about trivial things, and often seem to be unable to talk about any- 
thing else. Ta 

Of course, this is not the case. Nobody who really .knows 
“the people,” and has any real knowledge of what they talk about, 
would think of saying such a thing. There are ever so many more 
things to talk about now than there were 200 years ago. Society 
is more inmixed and life is more diversified. ‘On the’ other hand, 
there are few, if any, groups or cliques or coteries of talkers. There 
are no professional. conversationalists. But when men and wonien 
of education and information and culture come together in’ congenial 
association, as they do frequently in our time, there is no visible 


sign of deterioration in the flow-of ideas or the flow of language. 


Where only the few were conversationalists two centiries ago, the 


conversationalists in our days may be numbered as the sands on the 


shore, and most of them know what they are talking about.
